As  Fall  rolled  around,  a  procession  of  convertibles,  coupes,  and 
station  wagons  passed  through  the  stone  entrance  pillars  and  round  the 
winding  drive  known  as  “Parker’s  Peril”  to  the  campus  of  Hanover 
College  founded  in  1827  by  John  Finley  Crowe.  For  old  students,  the 
water  tower  was  a  familiar  landmark,  and  for  new  students  it  soon 
became  a  part  of  never-to-be-forgotten  Hanover.  Other  students  enter¬ 
ing  through  the  town  of  Hanover  were  greeted  by  the  familiar  sign 
pictured  below.

Hanover’s  athletic  teams  continued  in  the  national  spot¬ 
light  for  a  second  consecutive  year.  The  Panthers  football 
team  set  a  precedent  at  Hanover  by  receiving  a  post-season 
Bowl  bid.  The  basketball  team  also  competed  in  the  N.  A.  I.  B. 
play-off  tourney  for  another  Panther  precedent.  By  winning 
football,  basketball,  golf,  and  tennis  titles  and  placing  high 
in  other  sports  Hanover  won  the  Hoosier  Conference  All- 
Sports  Trophy  again.

Hanover  successfully  defended  her  Hoosier  College 
Conference  all-sports  trophy  again  in  1949-50  to  remain 
as  the  only  school  to  hold  the  coveted  title.  Four  individ¬ 
ual  sport  titles  made  the  conquest  easy  for  the  Panthers 
this  year.  Championships  were  garnered  in  football, 
basketball,  tennis,  and  golf.  The  Panthers  finished  no 
lower  than  fourth  in  any  sport. 


Most  notable  of  these  championships  was  the  first, 
football.  The  pigskin  fortunes  of  the  Hanover  Panthers 
were  once  again  accorded  nation-wide  acclaim  as  the 
Red  and  Blue  juggernaut,  under  the  expert  tutelage  of 
coach  Garland  Frazier,  rolled  over  eight  opponents 
without  a  slip,  for  the  school’s  first  full-schedule  unde¬ 
feated,  untied  grid  season.

In  the  first  game  of  the  season  Hanover  definitely 
established  itself  as  a  leading  contender  for  the  Hoosier 
Conference  gridiron  crown.  Coach  Bob  Meyne’s  Canter¬ 
bury  Knights,  boasting  a  heavy  line  and  a  fleet  backfield, 
fell  before  the  Hilltoppers  in  a  42-0  massacre. 

Coach  Frazier’s  anxiety,  if  present,  was  short-lived 
as  the  Panthers  scored  their  first  touchdown  after  seven 
minutes  of  the  first  quarter  on  a  short  pass  from  quarter¬ 
back  Jim  Peterson  to  halfback  Hank  Treesh.  Peterson 
came  back  a  few  moments  later  and  passed  to  end  Bill 
Klein  for  66  yards  and  another  touchdown.  A  safety 
shoved  the  halftime  score  to  15-0.

The  following  week  saw  the  Panthers  put  another 
conference  victory  under  their  belt  by  downing  a  stub¬ 
born  Earlham  eleven,  20-0  at  Richmond.  Although  not 
scoring  at  will  as  against  Canterbury,  the  running  duo 
of  Treesh  and  Howard  ‘‘Toughie”  Conrad  led  the  visitors 
to  a  7-0  halftime  lead,  with  Hank  carrying  the  ball  over 
from  the  two. 

The  second  half  saw  the  Quakers  defense  weaken  and 
the  ever-fresh  Hanover  offensive  eleven  added  a  pair 
of  markers  to  widen  the  lone  touchdown  margin.  Conrad 
and  Treesh  tallied  once  each.  Halfback  Bill  Taylor,  Jim 
Peterson,  and  ends  Tom  Saunders  and  “Whitey”  Ring 
starred  for  the  winners  in  the  only  night  fracas  of  the 
season. 


The  Panthers  played  host  to  a  non-conference  foe, 
the  DePauw  Tigers,  in  their  second  home  game  of  the 
season.  Still  smarting  from  an  upset  defeat  the  previous

This  year,  Hanover's  basketball  aggregation  compiled 
the  best  record  of  any  Red  and  Blue  cage  squad  in  the 
past  decade.

State  at  Muncie.  Andy  Taff  was  high  point  man  for  the 
losers,  as  he  was  in  every  game  of  the  season,  with  but 
one  exception.  “Juice”,  the  nick-name  which  has  been 
tacked  on  Andy  by  his  campus  buddies,  tallied  26  points 
in  tbe  contest  and  Scott  garnered  15  but  the  Cardinals 
came  through  anyway,  64-60. 

In  their  conference  opener  the  Frazier-coached  bas- 
keteers  bad  much  better  luck,  downing  a  stubborn  Taylor 
L  niversity  quintet,  70-55.  Four  Panthers  figured  strongly 
in  the  winner’s  scoring.  Taff’s  21  markers  were  supple¬ 
mented  by  Scott  with  12,  center  Elmer  Geissler  with  14, 
and  frosh  forward  Bill  Litchfield,  who  contributed  10. 
The  Trojans  had  already  won  two  conference  tilts  before 
falling  prey  to  the  Panthers. 


Hanover  had  another  lapse  the  following  week,  how¬ 
ever,  and  dropped  a  pair  of  games  on  foreign  courts. 
The  first  of  these  was  an  important  conference  tilt,  which 
Anderson  took  from  the  Panthers,  71-68,  in  an  overtime. 
Taff  slipped  20  tallies  through  the  hoop  hut  a  loose  de¬ 
fense  cost  the  visitors  the  game.  The  Ravens  tied  up  the 
proceedings  at  62-all  as  the  regulation  time  ran  out, 
then  went  on  to  win  in  the  extra  period  with  Joe  Ander¬ 
son  showing  the  way.

The  “Dutch”  Struck 
coached  diamond  artists  claimed  only  nine  wins  in  seven¬ 
teen  starts,  but  six  of  those  were  big  conference  wins 
toward  another  banner  year  in  the  Panther  sports  pro¬ 
gram  adding  nineteen  and  a  half  points  to  the  All-Sports 
trophy. 

ith  a  crew  of  twelve  lettermen  on  hand,  the  Panther 
mentor  added  quite  a  few  promising  freshmen  to  the 
diamond  squad.  Five  greenies  received  letters,  pitchers 
Jack  Hoshach  and  George  Nelson,  infielder  Richard 
Layer,  catcher  Ed  Oehlman,  and  outfielder  Ed  Orri’l. 
I  pperclassmen  who  earned  their  letters  for  the  first 
time  were  Lloyd  Scott,  Mason  Garrison.  Leo  Kelly,  Joe 
Shields,  and  Dick  Spencer. 

The  “Most  \aluahle  Player”  award,  presented  by  the 
Standard  Life-Insurance  Company,  went  to  “Hube”  Fry, 
the  19.5'J  captain,  following  the  season,  and  for  1951 
M  ason  Garrison  was  selected  to  head  the  diamond  corps. 

There  was  little  doubt  in  the  Panther  camp  that  Fry 
was  the  “most  valuable”,  for  the  big  outfielder  finished 
the  season  leading  the  squad  in  every  department  on  the 
hitting  averages.  He  hit  a  fat  .318,  with  24  hits  in  69  times 
at  bat.  poling  four  homers,  four  triples,  slapping  four 
doubles,  and  twelve  singles.  He  batted  in  21  runs  and 
scored  22  himself.  Ed  Orrill,  another  outfielder,  was  the 
only  other  regular  to  finish  above  the  .300  mark.  He 
connected  on  eighteen  occasions  out  of  56  tries.  .Al¬ 
together  the  squad  hatted  a  rather  soft  .238. 

In  the  mound  crew,  Paul  Shepherd  owned  the  best 
record.  He  was  credited  with  two  wins  and  no  losses.  He 
pitched  29  and  two-thirds  innings  in  five  games  during 
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the  season.  Jack  Hoshach,  freshman  hurler,  tossed  in  five 
games,  being  credited  with  three  wins  and  one  loss  in 
23  and  a  third  innings.  The  work  horse  of  the  mound 
crew  was  Andy  Taff,  deceptive  senior  right-hander.  His 
record  for  the  year  was  three  wins  and  four  losses.  In¬ 
cluding  his  relief  work  he  tossed  in  eight  games  and  59 
and  two-thirds  innings.

The  Panther  squad  was  a  little  slow  in  getting  away 
from  the  mark  in  the  early  season.  The  first  three  games 
of  the  season  added  up  to  nothing  as  the  Panthers 
dragged  behind  against  DePauw,  Earlham  and  Louisville. 

DePauw’s  baseballers,  a  non-conference  foe,  pulled 
the  shades  tight  on  Hanover  to  win,  9-2,  at  DePauw  in 
the  season’s  opener.  Big  Glenn  Eckleman  fanned  eleven 
Panthers  and  allowed  only  one  hit,  a  four-bagger  by 
Chet  Frakes. 

The  Hanover  nine  remained  bogged  in  the  loss  col¬ 
umn  as  they  dropped  their  conference  opener  to  Earlham 
in  a  squeeze  game,  4-3.  The  game  went  ten  innings  after 
the  Hanoverites  had  taken  a  three  to  nothing  lead  in  the 
first  six  only  to  have  the  Quakers  knot  it  up  in  the  eighth 
and  score  the  clincher  in  the  first  overtime.  Hanover’s 
club  seemed  to  be  an  “almost  but  not  quite”  brand.  They 
extended  the  tilt  to  thirteen  innings  against  Louisville 
before  dropping  it,  12-10. 

The  Panthers  first  victory  of  the  season  was  wrapped 
up  when  they  finally  managed  to  outlast  the  Franklin 
Grizzlies,  7-6.  It  was  a  ten  inning  conference  game  that 
evened  up  the  Panthers  at  one-all  in  the  circuit  race. 
Pinch  hitter  John  Selig  provided  the  punch  when  he 
pushed  Lloyd  Scott  across  from  second  after  the  latter 
had  doubled. 

After  once  sliding  over  to  the  win  column  against 
Franklin,  the  Crimson  and  Blue  was  awfully  hard  to 
halt.  They  wrapped  up  four  more  that  carried  them  to 
the  top  of  the  conference  race  before  they  hit  another 
losing  streak  and  slid  downhill  again. 

Coach  Struck’s  squad  tossed  in  tremendous  hitting 
power,  whipped  up  an  eight  run  inning,  and  plastered 
Rose  Poly  22-4.  Two  other  victories  in  the  same  week 
came  when  they  eased  out  a  10-8  win  over  Manchester, 
who  later  regained  their  balance  to  share  in  the  H.  C.  C. 
baseball  title.  Hube  Fry  and  Ed  Orrill  shined  with  two 
hits  apiece  against  the  Spartans,  one  of  Fry’s  a  four- 
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Garrison  in  collision  at  first. 


bagger.  Andy  Taff  separated  Indiana  Central’s  seven  hits 
over  the  nine  inning  route  to  hand  Hanover  a  2-0  victory. 
The  four  straight  wins  gave  the  Panthers  four  wins  in 
five  circuit  starts,  for  undisputed  lead.  The  Panthers 
added  a  non-conference  victory  to  their  record  hy  blast¬ 
ing  four  I  niversity  of  Louisville  hurlers  for  thirteen 
runs  against  the  Cardinals  seven  tallies. 

Skid  row  crossed  the  path  of  the  Panthers  after  their 
slugging  win  over  Louisville.  Three  times  in  a  row  the 
Crimson  and  Blue  sweat  it  out  in  the  loss  column.  Two 


of  the  losses  were  in  conference  games  that  kicked  the 
Slruckmen  down  to  fifth  jilace  in  the  standings,  (.anter- 
hury  managed  to  slo|)  the  Panther  sijuad.  /-L  to  halt  the 
llanoverites  in  their  victory  run.  \  ilia  Madonna  pol  shed 
it  up  with  a  ')-i\  win  over  the  Struckmen,  and  Indiana 
(Central  touched  off  the  final  shove  that  tossed  Hanover 
down  the  scale  with  a  1-0  shutout. 

Hanover  salvaged  half  of  a  weekend  trip  to  Taylor 
and  Anderson.  Taylor  put  a  sour  taste  on  the  Panther 
hats  with  Wayne  Prase  tossing  a  two-hitler  and  winning, 
I-l.  Anderson  wasn’t  so  lucky  as  the  Panthers  teed  off 
for  ten  hits  to  heat  the  Kaven.s,  6-.'L  DePauw  slapped 
Hanover  down  for  the  second  time  during  the  season,  5-2, 
in  the  following  week. 

Bumping  along  in  fifth  place,  the  Panthers  finally 
regained  enough  power  to  paste  an  11-5  loss  on  1  rank- 
lin’s  Grizzl’es  for  another  circuit  win.  On  the  same  day 
that  Franklin  was  writhing  under  the  Crimson  and  Blue 
assault,  the  reserves  tacked  on  a  7-2  win  over  Centre 
College  in  Danville,  Kentucky. 

The  Panthers  wound  up  the  baseball  season  against 
Chase  College  of  Cincinnati  with  their  ninth  victory,  1-1. 

After  a  moderately  successful  season  the  Hanover 
tracksters,  under  the  direction  of  Coach  Garland  Frazier, 
rose  up  at  the  conference  meet  and  captured  the  runner-

up  position  behind  Franklin  with  an  unexpected  display 
of  team  strength.  Although  the  Panthers  were  in  the  role 
of  defending  champion  they  were  given  little  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  experts  when  this  season  drew  to  a  close. 
Several  winners  of  the  year  before  were  doing  well  to 
place  in  some  of  the  dual  meets,  nor  did  the  cumulative 
team  record  help  in  impressing  the  public. 

But  when  the  big  day  rolled  around  Hanover’s  Jim 
Beardsley  and  Ray  Green  were  right  at  the  top  in  their 
events,  the  410  yd.  dash  and  the  shot  put.  Beardsley  de¬ 
fended  his  conference  title  but  failed  to  break  his  own 
record  of  51.6  set  in  1949.  Green’s  shot  put  effort  of 
43'  Vj"  was  good  for  a  new  HCC  record. 

Beardsley  also  anchored  the  mile  relay  team  to  a 
second  place  showing  to  add  another  point  to  his  total. 
The  other  members  of  this  quartet  were  Chuck  Murphy, 
Andy  Hauck,  and  Lee  Rogers.  Other  ribbons  were 
garnered  by  Ken  Pack,  who  placed  second  behind  Green 
in  the  shot;  Bob  Shelburne,  who  garnered  third  place  in 
both  the  100  and  the  220  yd.  dashes;  and  Andy  Hauck, 
with  a  third  in  the  half  mile  and  a  fifth  in  the  javelin.

In  addition  to  the  thirteen  men  who  garner(*d  points 
at  the  conference  meet  at  Rose  Poly  two  other  cindermen, 
both  freshmen,  were  awarded  letters  to  bring  the  final 
total  to  fifteen.  They  were  Frank  Fisher,  a  miler,  anil  PlLl 
Crush,  a  hurdler. 

Three  new  reconls  were  written  into  Hanover’s  re¬ 
cord  hooks  this  year.  Kay  Green’s  toss  of  the  shot  at  the 
HCC  meet  was  also  good  for  a  Hanover  record  bettering 
a  fifteen  year  old  mark  of  42'  Bobby  Sheihurne 

clipped  .4  of  a  second  off  of  Fred  Williams’  1919  220 
dash  effort  with  a  22.3  performance.  The  other  new 
record-holder  is  distance  man  Tom  Foreman.  Tom 
traversed  the  two  mile  run  in  10:30  .9  to  better  a  two 
year  old  mark  of  10:41. 

The  mile  relay  team  also  matclied  their  1919  record 
of  3:.34  ..5,  in  edging  Franklin  in  a  dual  meet.  The  Griz¬ 
zlies  gained  revenge  by  winning  the  conference  relay, 
however. 


One  week  after  the  conference  meet  ten  of  the  team 
members  journeyed  to  Ball  State  to  participate  in  the 
Little-State  Meet.  Bob  Shelburne  placed  fifth  in  the  220 
yd.  dash  and  Fred  Williams  garnered  a  fourth  in  the  100 
to  account  for  3  Panther  points.  Then  Jim  Beardsley 
surprised  the  fans  gathered  in  the  infield  and  stands  by 
coming  from  behind  to  cop  the  410  yd.  dash  from  Fred 
Randall,  Ball  State’s  ace  dash  man.  The  time  for  the  dis¬ 
tance  was  51.7,  Jim’s  best  effort  of  the  season.  The  blue 
ribbon  put  the  Panthers  among  the  leaders  in  the  meet, 
which  was  eventually  annexed  by  the  host  Cardinals. 


Most  of  the  Little-State  participants  were  seniors. 

The  squad  will  lose  Williams,  Strasenburgh,  Hauck, 
Murphy,  Rogers,  and  Guthrie  by  graduation.  Guthrie  was 
elected  Most  Valuable  by  his  teammates  at  the  close  of 
the  season.  Warren  was  a  consistent  scorer,  usually 
participating  in  three  or  four  events  each  afternoon. 

Ray  Green,  sophomore  field  event  man,  was  selected 
to  pilot  the  1951  squad.  Bob  Shellburne  will  be  the  only 
Morgan  Field  record-holder  to  return.  His  22.3  effort 
is  tops  in  the  220  yard  dash  as  is  Beardsley’s  51.6  effort 
in  the  quarter.
